expiring on April 1,-but he served un - 
til the last of July, owing to the Ill- 
ness of his successor, ex-Gov. Mllli- 
ken. 


Dr. Sleeper was born'in Lakeport, 


N. H., in 1856, and was the son of 
Alvah and Rebecca (Davis) Sleeper. 
He had been a resident of this place 
for nearly 40 years. He was" gradu- 
ated from Bowdoin Medical College in' 
1883 and began practice of his profes- 
sion in York county. 


He was one of the most 
prominent 


Democrats In the state, serving as a 
member of town, county and
